While It Moves Very Sparingly, Many 


Buyers Have Their Entire 


Stock. 


About SO per cent of the 1902 crop 
has already been purchased by the 
dealers and the buying has slacked 
up considerably. 
This means that 


the choice crops have already been 
•purchased, and what remains In the 
bands of the growers Is of poorer 
quality and Its purchase 
requires 


more caution than was necessary ear- 
lier In the season. 
Some of the buyers are still rid- 


ing and buying some tobacco each 
day. but the majority prefer to wait 
until the crop Is stripped and shows 
•what It Is like, before purchasing the 
balance. 
There Is of course n considerable 


amount of good tobacco In the hands 
of the growers. 
In most cases the 


reason these crops are not sold Is 
that the grower asks a higher figure 
than the dealers are willing to pay 
at present, and hope the demand for 
the crop will be such that they will 
get their price later In the season. 


There are conflicting reports alxnit 


the curing. b»t as near as can be as- 
certained the leaf Is doing remarkab- 
ly well and will come Into the hands 
of the warehousemen showing very 
little If any damage. 
, 


It l» expected that the warehouses 


•will open earlier this-.year than usual 
and already a number of dealers have 
engaged their, forces for the sorting 
season to be sure and have sufllctcnt 
help to start with. 


The general Now York leaf market 
Is not dead yet as Idle gossips busied 
themselves In propagating. Is proven 
by some old time transactions which 
were effected by some of our prom- 
inent houses In Water street, the de- 
tails of which are given In another 
place. 
The house In question sold 


GOO cases cf Connecticut broad leaf 
In one lot to a cigar manufacturing 
firm and If one firm has picked up 
enough courage to again provide It- 
self with,a year's supply others are 
bound to follow suit. 
While the pres- 


ent demand may still be mostly for 
Immediate needs such a condition can 
not last much longer If the Independ- 
ent manufacturer wants to remain 
In the race for the survival of the fit- 
test. 


Connecticut Valley • 
The evident differences of opinion 


regarding the new tobacco crop In 
this section has made sales Ing a lit- 
ale and business Is therefore, rather 
satisfactory- 
The growers feel con- 


fident that packers cannot do without 
their leaf ami are, therefore, determi- 
ned to hold out for prices which buy- 
ers at present consider unwarranted. 
It is a most preplexing situation and 
the farmers seem to have the better 
of the argument, especially as they 
Ttecp themselves fully posted as to 
the enormous increase in the cigar 
output. 
But there has been many 
rumors concerning the quality of the 
crop, and buyers, who are probably 
willing to pay a fair or even a high 
price for suitable leaf, naturally lies- 
tltate natll they can determine the 


- truth or falsity of these rumors. It 


Is generally believed that the latter 
portion of the crop has not turned out 
so well as the earlier harvested, and 
until this belief is shown to be un- 
founded, it Is hardly likely that the 
high prices demanded will be realized. 
But farmers have no disposition to 
admit damage, and many have an- 
nounced their Intention of 
doing 


their own assorting and packing and 
•-•I holding It until they can get what 
they consider It worth. 
There has 


been several sales of 1901 leaf 
at 
prices considerably higher than could 
have been obtained last winter, and 
growers are pointing to this fact as 
a reason why they should hold on to 
their leaf.' Altogether It seems like 
a waiting game on both sides.
